n ot shrink or stretch appreciably, is 
practically unaffected 
by moisture, 
and is a fair substitute for ootton, 
jute, linen and even silk. 
It takes 
dyes better than most fabrics. 
Among 
its products so fat are enrpets, rugs, 
bagging, 
outing 
huts, 
shoes 
and 
slippers, 
" l in e n ” 
towles, 
certain 
wearing apparel, and underclothing. 
For garm ents the woven fabric has 
the avdautages, in addition to extreme 
cheapness of being warm and very 
light in weight. 
A im proved tyre for heavy m otor 
vehicles, a Scottish 
invention, has 
met with expert approval on trial 
runs, 
i t has two or more layers of 
solid rubber, piotected at regular and 
close m tervals by metal plates, with 
slotted lags working 
on bolts

Three hundred years ago, counting 
from the 13th of this m onth of ..May, 
several boatloads of Englishmen rowed 
up the Jam es river, landed at a^spot 
some th irty miles above the present 
city of Norfolk, Va., and established 
what proved to be n perm anent col­ 
ony. 
T hat was the beginning ot the 
United States. 
White men had pre­ 
viously visited different paits of the 
coast and tarried aw hile,but not until 
the little party stopped at Jamestown 
was there a settlem ent th at abided. 
The outlook was dreary and the hard 
ships great for many years after the 
landing. 
King Powhatan, with his 
warlike Indians, controlled nil that 
section of country, and resented the 
intrusion ot the Bale Faoes. 
Wars 
and massacfes were numerous. 
The 
little colony was often on the brink 
of starvation, and would surely have 
been exterm inated but for the occa 
s.ional arrival ot recruits fromEuropo. 
Hunger forced them to utilize as food 
certain plauts and fruits which they 
round growing wild, b at w ith whose 
properties they were hith erto unao 
quainted. They learned from the In 
diansjlhat a tu ber which produced i 
purple (lower after running its roots 
in the ground, was of an edible nature, 
and,though a rather poor and scrawny 
affair, was better thau nothing to ¡;al 
lay the pangs of hunger. 
They dug it 
up, planted it in their gardens,and in 
time greatly improved its quality. 
This was the first cultivation of the 
potato in N orth America. 
Another 
im portant discovery was made, des­ 
tined to exercise a potenial influence 
in the agricultnral world and c on ­ 
tribu te enorm ously to the wealth of 
nations. 
An arom atic shrub, growing 
wild iu the savannahs and swamps 
around tbeCbickahom iny,was plucked 
by the ludioDs, dried iu the sun and 
used to make smoke in pipes. The set­ 
tlers observing this, gathered,replant­ 
ed and cultivated what in tim e be­ 
came the celebrated tobacco of oom- 
meroe. 
Thus it will be seen that American 
agriculture had its beginnings here, 
an intan t industry, indeed, but one 
which in course ot years was to result 
in som ething to amaze the civilized 
world, F our years after the first a rr i­ 
vals stepped ashore a shipload of ca t­ 
tle was sent orer from England, and 
this was the germ of the live stock in ­ 
dustry of the U nited States. 
They 
were not the fine cattle we see now, 
only the common scrub cattle ot E u r ­ 
ope, which'were the best the world 
then afforded, but poor and scrawny 
as they were they proved a blessing to 
the infant settlem ent on the James. 
By degrees the Indians 
were con­ 
quered or beaten; back, and the colo­ 
nists were able to spread out their 
farms as far back as the falls of the 
great river,but fully a century elapsed 
before white men were oble tu cross 
the Allegantes and find lodgm ent on 
the streams that flowed to the west. 
Much history has been enacted since 
the fateful arrival uf the three boat­ 
loads of men. 
Revolutions, wars, re- 
belllions, the making and overthrow 
ot governm ents, in fact the most m ar­ 
velous 
achievements of the hum an 
race occurred between the dates of 
May 13, 1607, and May 13, 1907, when 
this num ber of the A merican Farm er 
goes o ut to teR abo ut it. 
J'hree cen ­ 
turies is not a long span in the life ot 
a world,m erely a span when measured 
with eternity, bui no sim illar space of 
tim e has been fraught with events of 
such importance to the human race. 
And now a great exposition is in 
progress to emphasize and celebrate 
what has occurred during this m em or­ 
able interval. 
One would th in k that 
it would ho devoted to showing what 
had been done for the education and 
uplifting of m an,w hat for bis comfort 
and happiness, what advance had been 
made in the arts of peace, 
and espa- 
ciully the growth and developm ent ot 
agriculture. On the ooutrary,w e learn 
that the "e n tic in g splendors of w ar," 
have been placed to the lore,magnified 
beyond all measure, 
th e original a p ­ 
propriation of $200,000 for the whole 
show has been alm ost equalled by the 
outlay upon the m ilitary part alone. 
Even the memories ot the civil war, 
something better to be forgotten, are 
to be freshened by a spectacle of one 
of its most tragical battles simply to 
attract and amase a crowd of careless 
spectators. 
Guns and gunboats are 
given a primacy as the exponents of 
Americau aims and achievements iu 
these three 
hundred 
years. 
What 
would the founders of the republic 
say to this amazing program? 
Do we 
not know well, have we not th eir so l­ 
emn word, th at it is treason to all lor 
which they labored and to which they 
aspired? 
11 was precisely to help the 
world away from these baneful old 
vanities and wrongs that they founded 
the Americun Union. 
W ashington’s 
words concerning war, "w ith all its 
enticing splendors,” were: "M y first 
wish is to see this plague to m ankind 
banished from the e r r th .” There is 
no criticism upon a proper display of 
m ilitary and naval ships as an in c i­ 
dent of the exposition. B ut to arrange 
if expressly as a festival ot war in 
stead of n celebration ot peace is a 
woeful anachronism. 
It is especially 
abhorrent and out of place at the very 
tim e the Hague tribunal for the se t­ 
tlem ent of all international disputes 
by arbitration is iu session, and when 
the W otld’s Peace Sooiety is meeting 
and debating means to stamp out fo r­ 
ever that curse of all curses to the 
human race, that crim e against civili 
zatiou involved In the wholesale m u r­ 
der ot the people of one natiou by 
those of another in order to gratify 
the barbarous taste for blood and the 
am bitious desire for what is called 
‘m ilitary g lo ry .’—Americau Farmer.

New Trespass Law For Stock. 


D uring the last Legislature there 
was passed a new trespass law for 
stock which changed tbe old rulings 
(o a large extent. 
UDder the old law 
a m a n could not collect damages for 
trespassing 
stock unless he hud a 
lawful 
fence around his promises. 
The 
two pi incipal 7scctions of the 
law reads as follows: 
Bection 1. 
i t is unlawful for any 
anim al, the property of any person, 
fo enter upon any lands owned by or 
lawfully iu the possession o f any per­ 
son other than the owner of said 
anim al. 
Section 2. 
The owner of or any 
persoD, who is in the lawful possess­ 
ion of any land trespassed upon in 
violation of this act, is entitled to 
recover by action in a court of com ­ 
petent jurisdiction from the owner uf 
or person in the possession 
of or 
person chargeable with the care of 
the trespassing animals, all damages 
sustained by reason cf such trespass, 
together with the costs of suit.

Flight of a Tartar Tribe. 


One of the rem arkable things in 
literatu re is the story or the fight ot 
a T artar tribe from Russia to China, 
in 1762. 
Many years pier to th at 
time, a band ot T artars from China 
settled in Russia. 
In 1762, tb eir d e ­ 
scendants became 
dissatisfied, 
and 
resolved to return to C tin a . 
The 
start was made in w inter, and, before 
leaving they 
burned their bouses, 
and everything else they could Dot 
carry with thorn. 
J bo leader set the 
example by applying tbe torch to his 
own palace. 
Im m ediately six h u n ­ 
dred thousand 
Tartars began th eir 
journey of more than 2,00(1 miles. 
Knowing that they would he pursued 
relentlessly 
by the 
Russians, they 
traveled rapidly, and soon tbe road 
was lined with tbe dead bodieB of tbe 
old, tbe feeble, and tbe very young; 
more than half of tbe fleeing T artars 
were composed cf women and ch ild ­ 
ren. 
There was also a vast army of 
fighting men among the Tartars, and 
these were almost constantly engaged 
during tbe year of tbeir fight. 
But 
tbe cold, aud the beat, aDd famiue, 
were worse enemies than the Russians: 
a Russian prisoner who escaped from 
the Tartars, after several months, and 
retraced the route traveled, writes 
that tbe eDtire distance was marked 
by the skeletons of those who bad 
died on the fearful journ ey—only a 
third of tbe original num ber lived to 
reach ChiDa. 
In China, the Tartars 
were better treated than they bad 
been in Russia. 
Tbe leader iu tbe 
flight tried to stir up a strife iu 
Cbiua, aud was killed at tbe iustance 
of tbe 
Chinese 
authorities. 
This 
journey ol a year, in which 400,006 
lost their lives, is said to tie the most 
te n ib le thing 
íd histoiy. 
Thomas 
DeQuincy wrote a story of tbe flight 
which you will find intensely in te r­ 
esting and h o rrib le.—Atchison Globe.
